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From Gittings to Lorde

AUDRE LORDE 
FEB 18, 1934 - NOV 17, 1992 


Audre Lorde described herself as a 
“black, lesbian, mother, warrior, poet.” 
Lorde earned her Master’s degree in 
Library science 1961 at Columbia 
University and worked as a librarian in 
New York public schools from 1961-1968. 
She was also a writer, feminist, 
womanist, librarian, and civil rights 
activist. Lorde’s activism and published Е 
works ‘talked about the struggle for liberation among oppressed people” 
and the importance of organizing across race, gender, sexual orientation, 
and class. Lorde fought the marginalization of categories like lesbian and 
"black woman" and would actively participate in liberation movements 
and activism circles. Lorde’s poetry was known for calling out social and 
racial justice, queer experience, and sexuality. While battling breast 
cancer, Lorde wrote about the problem of silence around the illness and 
the woman's experience. She passed away from breast cancer on 
November 17, 1992. 





BARBARA GITTINGS 
JULY 531, 1932 - FEB 18, 2007 


Barbara Gittings is known for being an 
American activist for LGBT equality. She 
spent many years looking for literature 
and books on homosexuality. In 1956 she 
| organized the New York chapter of the 
— Daughters of Bilitis (DOB), a homophile 
organization that provided support to the 
gay community in the United States. In 

е 1965 Gittings marched in the first gay 
picket nes in front of the White House, The Pentagon, and Independence 
Hall. Gittings joined the gay caucus of the American Library Association 
(ALA) and spent 16 years working with libraries and pushing for positive 
gay and lesbian materials, to eliminate censorship and job discrimination. 
She helped start the National Gay and Lesbian Task Force in 1973 and was 
also involved in the movement to have the American Psychiatric 
Association drop homosexuality as a mental illness. In 2003, the ALA 
presented Gittings their highest award of Honorary Membership 
and named an annual award after her, The Barbara Gittings Award - for 
the best gay or lesbian novel. Barbara Gittings passed away from breast 
cancer in 2007.
